Why, truly, the two brethren who 
thus offended, were thea the only members 
of the mission at the station. De. Grant had 
been detached from us some months before, 
and had gone to Mesopotamia to attempt to, 
make his way into the Koordish mountains; 
and one of the three who then constituted the 
mission, was absent from Oroomiah, and had 
been for some time, for the benefit of his 
wife who was in feeble health. Because 
members of the mission who joined us sub- 
sequently to our engaging the services of Mar 
Gabriel, had not happened to have the con- 
tract put into their hands for perusal, or did 
not happen to fall apon a written statement 
of the matter on referring to our records, 
which contain such a statement and which 
are of course always accessible to all the 
mission ; the two brethren in question are 
thus gravely charged with having concealed 
that contract from their associates ;—.1n idea 
that never entered their minds till thus 
brought forward by Mr. Merrick. 
To cap the climax of our offending in re- 
ard to the employment of Mar G ybriel, Mr. 
frerrick charges us with having at last fraud- 
ulently destroyed that “ boad,” which, ac- 
cording to him, was to last “always.” This 
is certainly a very grave charge, and as 
groundless as it is grave. As matter of fact, 
the first coatract of the mission with Mar 
Gabriel was at length superseded by a new 
oae, in order to bring bim aader our imme- 
diate influence and instruction, with the other 
bishops, on the mission premises. The old 
contract, however, was, by a mere oversight, 
not taken ap and destroyed at the time the 
new one was negotiated; bat this was afier- 
wards done, when the subject came before 
the mission. And will Mr. Merrick deny, 
that that old contract ought, as matter of 
course and of right, to have been destroyed, 
when it was superseded by a new one, that 
was intended to supersede it, and that had 
long been, and was then, acted on by both! 
parties? | 
It is, we can sincerely say, with feelings 
of deep pain and grief, more than of indig- 
gation, that we contemplate sach statements 
and insinvations, mide by one who was once | 
our missionary vssociate. 
In regard to Mar Gabriel, we would remark, 
that if from his unstable character, which 
has certainly tried us, we did not realize all | 
from his former connection with us, nor wit- 
ness in him all the improvement that we had 
hoped, it does aot follow, of course, that our | 
motives were corrupt or our principles erro- 
neous in seeking to make him a better maa | 
and render bim a blessing to his people. It | 
only proves that resaits cannot be certainly 
foreseen by mortals. 
With the evident design of thereby strength- 
ening his general charge of “a mercenary 
ion b the mission and Nesto- 
rian ecclesiasties,” Mr. Merrick states, that 
nearly all the ecclesiastics in the province of 
Oroomiah were, at one time, in various ca- 
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terested to know that the prosecution of this 
ewe, tronblesome and expensive though it 
was, seems effectually to have arrested the 
attemats of the Jesuits to take churches from 
the Nestorians of Oroomiah. And as Mr. 
Merrick mikes this church question an item 
in his ch ges aginst us, itis proper to state 
that our mission were entirely unanim ws 
when they at leagth felt it to be their duty to 
aid the N :storians in this matter; and that 
no individual wis more decided in the ex-

PURCHASE OF A HOUSE FOR THE PATRIARCHAL 
FAMILY. 


Te purchase of a house for the use of the 
family of the Nestorian Patriarch, (though 
not with mission funds,) is another item 
brought by Mr. Merrick against our mission 
farther to substantiate his charge of our 
“ mercenary connection with Nestorian ec- 
clesiastics.” This point is dragged in not 
mach more stranzely and unfairly thin many 
other allegations contained in his letter. The | 
facts on the sabject are these. About two | 
years ago we were requested by Sir Thoms 
Biriag of London, to receive in charge a | 
sum of money, collected in Evgiand by a | 
vagrant Nestorian priest, on false pretences, 
—13 that his children were pledged to Mo- 
hammedans for debt, and he needed aid to 
redeem them, &>. But on investigating the 
case we found it so diffsrent from the priest's | 
statements, on the ground of which the money | 
was coatributed, that we declined receiving 
the funds, reporting at the same time to the 
coatribators the facts in the matter. And | 
last June we received an urgent request from | 
those contributors, thus informed, that we | 
would receive the money and dispose of it at 
our discretion. The language of the Sec- 
retary of the London Jews Society, in writ- 
inz to one of our number in their behalf, is, 
“ Our friends are unanimously of the opinion 
that they cannot commit the final application 
of those funds to better hands than your own, 
and those friends wh» have been associated 
with yoa in the task which we ventared to 
lay upon you. I trust you will add to the 
obligations uader which you have already 
laid us, by kindly completing the work which 
you have commenced so judiciously.” 

Now much as we might desire to be re- 
lieved of the responsibility of appropriating 
those funds, we could not well decline the 
task so urgently and courteously laid upon as 
by christian friends in England, who thas 
honored as with their confidence. And in 
selecting objects on which to bestow their 
charity, our simple desire was, to act just as 
we had reason to su the contributors 
would act, were they on the spot. And after 
paying up the debts of the priest, (who col- 

cted the money,) and reserving something 

his aged mother—the only objects that 
were designated by the contributors—we de- 
cided on purchasing a house for the ase of 
the Patriarchal family, who had been here in 
cirenmstances of great destitution, after the 
massacre in Tiaree, shifting from place to 
place, without any home, almost three years.

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Modal Trinitarianism. 

We have taken considerable interest in compar- 
ing the temper and management of the two Uni- 
tarian papers in this city, the “Christian World” 
and the “ Christin Register.” The * World” isthe 
organ of the new school or transcendental Unita- 
rians. It is weak and waspish, whining and con- 
ceited, vibrating between puerility and senility. 
We have about done with reading it. On the 
other hand, the “ Register” is ducted with 
much gravity, intelligence and good taste. Some 
correspondents find their way into its columns, 
who do it no credit; especially a foul slanderer, 
using the name “ Crito,” who scribbles the mean- 
est sort of malice against the best men in New 
York. The editor himself but rarely sins against 
good feeling and propriety, The great fault of 
his paper, as it seems to us, is the want of a spirit 
of ardent piety, and holy zeal for the salvation of 
men, 

If we are not deceived, the editor of the Regis- 
ter in some points approaches nearer to orthodox 
views than do most of his Unitarian brethren. 
Some weeks since, we observed a communication 
inserted by him without note or comment, bear- 
ing the sig “ Discipulus.” The subject 
was the doctrine of the Trinity. “ Discipulus,” 
who writes like one not far from the kingdom of 
God, shrinks from the doctrine as stated in the 
creeds; but maintains with much feeling, that it 
has a “practical ground” in the scripsures and 
in religious experience, qe cordially assents to 
the doctrine of the Father, the Son, and the Holy 
Ghost, as developed in the work of salvation, and 
as Luther was accustomed to express it. Surpris- 
ed and gratified to fird such an article in the 
“ Register” we transferred it to our own columns, 
with some friendly comments suggested by its 
tone and sentiments. 

Since then we have seen nothing in the “ Reg- 
ister” bearing on thet doctrine, which has been 
in all ages the index of Christianity, till we met 
with an article from the editor himself, in his pa- 
per of June 12th. 

Having expressed, as well he might, his 
“amazement” at some wretched sophistry put 
forth by President Mahan of Oberlin, he goes on 
to speak as follows:—“ There are two ways, and 
only two, of sustaining the doctrine of the Trinity. 
One is to define it as a modal Trinity—as mani- 
festations of God in three different ways—the Fa- 
ther, or Creator of all ;—the Son in whom God 
showed himself with the fulness of his mercy 
and grace ;—the Holy Spirit or sanctifying pres- 
ence of God in the soul of the believer. To this 
we make no objection, bat gladly receive it as true. 
‘The second method in which the doctrine of the 
Trinity may be maintained, is to view it altogeth- 
er as a mystery—altogether beyond the reach of 
man’s thoughts—to enter into no explanation, and 
carefully to abstain from giving any definition. 
Such a inethod cannot be overthrown. Assailants 
will find themselves attacking a cloud, and how- 
ever their arrows* may penetrate, they cannot dis- 
perse it.” 

He further remarks :—* All that we can say in 
reply to the doctrine of a Trinity such as this, is, 
that we cannot und d, and therefore can nei- 
ther receive nor reject it. It may be true or it may 
not. But whether true or not, we find no authori- 
ty in the scriptures for laying such stress upon it.” 

The doctrine of a“ modal Trinity,” was first 
started by Praxeas in the second century, and 
has been held with various modifications by 
Patrip and Sabelli of old, and by 
Swedenborgians and others in later times. It 
represents the sacred names of Father, Son and 
Spirit, as belonging to one and the same Divine 
Person acting in three different capacities, offices, 
or relations, designated by these three names re- 
spectively. Though this is very far from being 
the biblical doctrine as to the Trinity, it comes 
much neerer to it than to the common Unitarian 
belief, or even to the highest Arianism. It must 
assert the “ divine humanity ” of Christ, with the 
Nwedenborgians, who maintain that no one can be 
saved who denies the supreme divinity of Christ. 
This uncharitable opinion is generally rejected by 
‘Trinitarians, who would say with Coleridge: 
“Never will God reject a soul that sincerely 
loves him, be his speculative opinions what they 
may; end whether, in any given instance, cer- 
tain opinions, be they unbelief or misbelief, are 
compatible with a sincere love of God, God only 
can know.” 

‘The doctrine of a “ modal” Trinity, which our 
respected brother of the“ Register” so “ gladly 
receives as true,” does indeed take in the grand 
truth of Christianity—en incarnate God redeem- 
ing a lest world to himself. But it is utterly at 
variance with the scriptural teaching, which rep- 
resents the Father as sending, not himself under 
a change of name, but his Son, on this high com- 
mission; and which represents the Son as return- 
ing to the Father for the purpose, not of sending 
the Father a second time with a third name, but of 
sending the Holy Spirit to give full effect tothe 
work of redemption. There are texts in which 
personal acts and qualities are y ibed 
to each of these agents, and have .the use of the 
term “ person” to describe the distinction between 
them, 

Now let the “modal” doctrine be taken in a 
matter-of-fact way, and it will be seen that the 
deepest ond densest mystery must be a blessed 
retreat from its intolerable imcongruiti We 
shell illustrate this in brief. Bot we must, in ad- 
vanee, enter our solemn and reverential protest 
that, while we intend no disrespect toward the 
cpinions of the editor of the Register, we would 
Ly no means treat with levity a subject invested 
with peculiar and awful eacredness.

And though he does not speak 
of its supposed mysteriousness in such bitter and 
prejudiced terms as have been too common, we 
would relieve him by intimating that this step 
will not require him to believe anything he cannot 
understand. He can understand that there is some- 
thing in the manner of God’s existence, which to 
us is, for the present, a mystery. This he can 
understand, and this he can intelligently believe. 
What that mystery is, or how it may be solved, is 
not Jed; and, therefore, we are not required 
to believe in anything more than the simple fact. 
The explanations and comparisons which have 
been devised and discussed, are generally reject- 
ed by Trinitarians as being fatally deficient, and 
more perplexing and obscure, than any mystery in 
the simple doctrine itself. They assume as a first 
truth, the unity of God in its strictest sense; and 
they assume further, that the Bible as a consistent 
book, can teach nothing inconsistent with the unity 
of God. They are good Unitarians, and good 
Trinitarians too, For whilethey hold that there 
is “ but one living and true God,” they hold that 
this one God has revealed himself as Father, Son, 
and Holy Ghost; each of whom acts a distinct and 
essential part in the work of redemption. 

And as for “laying such stress ® upon this great 
article of faith, it is because of its eminently prac- 
tical nature; entering, as it does, with the whole 
design of reconciling alienated men to a benig- 
nant Father, by the mediation of the Son, and the 
renewing grace of the Holy Spirit. The doctrine

And some ministers like one of old, ate troublers 
in Israel. It is no excuse for & mean ‘to say, he is 
conscientious, for there is no crime thet has not 
been committed under cover of conscience.

Late Rising on Sabbath Morning. 


The labor of the six days is often pursued with 
such unremitting toil, that on the arrival of Satur- 
day night, the animal system is exceedingly wea- 
ried. The individual says, “I have worked so hard 
during the week, that I must have one day in which 
to rest.” The Sabbath was indeed designed as a 
day of rest to the body. He that made the human 
constitution is Lord of the Sabbath day, and he knew 
what degree of toil that constitution could endure, 
and when it needs repose. The best good of the 
animal system requires rest one day in seven, as 
much as it needs sleep a certain number of hours 
| in the twenty-four. God has adapted the institu- 
| tion of the Sabbath to the wants of man. Six days he 
| has commanded us to give to labor, but the sevanth 
| is the Sabbath of the Lord our God, in which we 
|are not to do any work, but we are to keep it holy ; 
|holy, from its opening to its close. 
| The command of God grants no indulgence (in- 
| dulgence is a term used in the vocabulary of the 
| Church of Rome) for two or three hours of extra 
| sleep on the morning of the Sabbath. Such a prac- 
| tical interpretation of the fourth commandment re- 
| minds us of an excepting clause which an individu- 

al once inserted against his name after he had sign- 
| ed the pledge of total absti ; “ neverthel 
| the said B—— reserves to himself the right of 








| drinking three glasses of gin per week.” He pledg- 


t of that report was incorporated in the 
narrative on the state of religion.

The Connecticut Branch of the American Edu- 
cation Society held its anniversary on Tuesday 
evening. The Report stated that less was col- 
lected in the State for this important object the 
past year, than during some previous years; that 
fourteen hundred dollars had been drawn from the 
funds of the Parent Society to support beneficia- 
ries in this State. The announcement of this fact 
produced a great sensation. All were ready to 
exclaim, this must not be. Inquiry was made into 
the reasons of this falling off. It was found that 
Mr. Emerson, the agent, had visited but four of 
the congregations, and that agents for the support 
of western colleges had been very active in the 
State, and many supposed the societies were sim- 
ilar, This mistake was exposed. The Collegiate 
Society was to support the families of the faculties 
of the colleges, but the Ed Society aided in- 
digent young men. If the Education Society is to 
be crippled by the Society aiding western colleges, 
it will prove a great evil. Most of the domestic and 
| foreign missionaries have been aided by the Amer- 
| ican Education Society. The church cannot afford 
| to lose so important a helper. Spirited and ex-

Uf more of the be- 
nevolent institutions of the State held their anni- 
versaries during the session of the General Asso- 
ciation, more christians would be attracted to the 
meetings, and a better spirit would prevail.

i felt ined to appoint, believing 
that the same Providence which had raised up the 
men, end pointed them to destitute fields, would 
direct to the means of supporting them. These 
men are to occupy portions of six States—New 
York, New Jersey, Virginia, Ohio, Indiena and 
Wisconsin. Three of them are Germans—one a 
converted Romanist of much promise. They are 
anxious to labor for the spiritual good of their 
country men, 

With nearly two hundred colporteurs to be sus- 
tained in destitute portions of twenty-seven States, 
and to be furnished with books and tracts for sale 
and for gratuitous distribution, the wants of the 
Society should be known to its friends, The 
claims of foreign imuigrants deserve special at- 
tention. No less than 30,974 arrived at the port 
of New York in the month of May—one thousand 
sou!s in every twenty-four hours. Who is to pro- 
vide spiritaal food for these famiehing multitudes ? 
The colporteur should meet them at the wharf, 
and furnish them with books and tracts in their 
own tongue ; and when they reach their distapt 
homes in the interior or the far West, he should 
meet them there. If we provide for their apiritual 
wants, it may yet appear that Ged is sending them

Death of Daniel O’Connell—This remarkable 

man died on the 15th ult., at Genoa, on his way to 
Rome ; Mr. O'Connell! was born on the Sth of Au- 
gust 1775, and consequently was in the 72d year 
of his age. 


Death of Rev. Dr. Chalmers.—This great and 
good man died at Glasgow, on the 31st ult., of ap- 
oplexy. His death was sudden and unexpected ; 
he was expecting the next day to address the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Presbyterian Church of Scot- 
land; but alas! before the day arrived, this great 
light of the age had ceased to shine. The Edin- 
| burgh Advertiser in a notice of his death, says :— 


| Dr. Chalmers was not an old man, nor had he 
suffered much, notwithstanding the tear and wear 
of a busy life, from the infirmities of age. He 
was in his sixty-ninth or seventieth year, and had 
been in the minisiry about forty-five years. To- 
wards the beginning of the century, (1802) he was 
assistant in the parish of Cavers, near Hawick. 
Afterwards, he was presented to Kilmany in Fife, 
and this rural parish became the cradle of his fu- 
| ture fame; for it was whilst incumbent there that 
he wrote his celebrated article “ Christianity,” in 
the Edinburgh Encyclopedia, which was afterwards 
expanded into his ise on the Evidences. From 
Kilmany he removed to Glasgow, where his elo- 
quence as a preacher, reached to the zenith of its 
fame. The next remove was to the Chair of Mor- 
al Philosophy in the University of St. Andrew’s, in 
1823 ; and in 1828 he was appointed to the Profes- 
sorship Of Divinity in the University of Edin- 
burgh, whiéh he continued to occupy until the 
secession of 1643. In that memorable secession 
| he took a leading part, and we believe we are cor- 
| rect in saying that it derived no smal! portion of 
its influence from the weight and lustre of his 
;mname. Short time has he survived to witness its 
| progress and effects. If his living eloquence gave 
it vitality and energy, his loss may well be regard- 
ed as one of its severest calamities. Peace be to 
his ashes! Many, who, like ourselves, differed 
from him in the religious controversies of the day, 
will join his warmest admirers in offering their 
homage of respect and veneration to his memory. 


The European Times, in announcing his death, 
says :— 

“ He expired as calmly, in Scotland, the other 
day, as the babe at its mother’s breast—as placid, 
resigned, lily. No previ tunati 
showed that he was beir to nature's infirmity; the 
hand of disease was not upon him. The brilliant 
intellect was to have shed its light next day on the 
General Assembly. He was a great man—great 
in his power, in his mental supremacy, in his mor- 
al grandeur. Foremost amongst one of the most 
enlightened and best educated nations im the 
world, Dr. Chalmers was his country’s idol—her fa- 
vorite son. Peace to his memory! He broke 
through the fetters of self-interest in establishing 
the Free Choreh, and ferred the dictates of 
conscience, the sense of manly independence, to 
the smiles of power of the blandishments of a 
throne. In his life he was revered—in his death 
he is deeply, sincerely, affectionately mourned.”
